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SORGHUM. 

What has cured the Sorghum fever? said a 
friend to us the other day. Last year every farm 
and garden had a little patch of Chinese Sugar 
cane, but this year we can see none. ‘This is 
true. The cultivation of the Sorghum at the 
north, was an experiment brought about by the 
high price of sugar and molasses. The seed, in 
small parcels, was liberally and gratuitously 
distributed by the Patent Office agencies, and the 
cost of the experiment was comparatively small. 

The success of the experiment was various. 
Had the sugar speculators succeeded in keeping 
up the price of the ‘sweets’? to the ruinous 
height to which they had pushed them last year 
and year before, you would have seen not only 
fields of sorghum, but abundance of mills for 
manufacturing syrup from the crop. But while 
we can purchase common sugar and molasses at 
present prices, the Yankee farmer can do better 
with other crops, and to a Yankee, profit is the 
polar star of his course. 

The experiments tried with the sorghum in 
New England, and especially in Maine, were, 
generally speaking, rather of the ‘‘slipshod”’ 
order. Noone among us was fully prepared or 
really had the knowledge to enter into the culti- 
vation of the crop, or had the apparatus and 
practical experience sufficient to guide in the 
manufacture of syrup or sugar from it when 
harvested. Undersuch circumstances we were 
surprised that so much success was obtained. 
The experiments such as they were, demonstrat- 
ed that the sorghum could be grown among us, 
—that the ripening of its seed here was not very 
sure—that syrup of fair quality could be ob- 
tained from it—that it could be advantageously 
used for a fodder crop—but at present price of 
southern sugar, except for fodder, it cannot be a 
very remunerating crop, and therefore the sor- 
ghum fever has disappeared. 





PICKLING HORSES’ FEET. 

The tendency of common salt to absorb moist- 
ure from the air is well known to all. Mr. E. 
L. Gibbs, of Orwell, Ohio, communicates to the 
Ohio Cultivator, a new use he has made of this 
property of salt by applying it to the hoofs of 
horses. A horse, says he, that is driven upon a 
road, is liable to get stiffened. I have seen valu- 
able horses driven on our own plank roads a few 
days, get quite lame. I reasoned to myself of 
the cause, and produced a remedy which proved 
effectual. I have since tried it on foundered 
or hoof bound horses, and with good results. I[ 
made a solution of salt and water and applied it 
three times a day, by washing the legs and pour- 
ing upon the bottom of the feet, and holding 
them up a few minutes to let it strike in, and 
saw the wonderful effects in a few days. I ac- 
count for it in this way,—salt will extract moist- 
ure from the atmosphere, which keeps the feet 
moist all the while; it acts nearly like melted 
grease upon the fuot. The hoof becomes tough 
yet pliable,—like a chunk of wood saturated 
with salt or brine, it is tough, yet moist, and so 
with a horse’s foot. Here let me add that the 
practice of rasping a cracked hoof to toughen it, 
is all folly; apply brine, and you will effect a 
cure. 





Rapisu Parttosopuy. We find in the Country 
Gentleman, over the signature of Wm. H. Scram, 
of Sandlake, a suggestion with regard to the 
cultivation of radishes, that is new to us, but 
may nevertheless be good philosophy in radish 
culture. The way to raise good radishes says he, 
is not only to have good soil but good seed. The 
radish is a biennial, but if a worm strikes it, it 
will ripen its seed the first year, and the repro- 
duction from such seed will be wormy radishes. 
Plant good seed the middle of July, and grow a 
stock radish from which to ripen seed the next 
year, and from such seed you may raise good 
radishes, but certainly not from the first men- 
tioned kind. 





Tar ror Hoc Cuotera. Some of the western 
farmers have found that by giving their hogs 
corn mixed with tar, they have cured the cholera 
among their hogs, and prevented the spread of 
it. If thisshall prove generally successful it 
will be a valuable remedy, and tar will become 
as essential in a hog yard as it is in a ship yard.

Norse. The disease with which poor mooley is 
troubled, is undoubtedly the beginning of what 
is commonly called horn ail. This usually be- 
gins by an inflammation of the lining of the sin- 
uses or cavities which you find in the plates of 
the skull, over the eyes, and around the roots of 
the horns, and up in the horns. The first men- 
tioned are called ‘‘frontal sinuses.’’ The treat- 
ment must be anything that will allay inflam- 
mation. It probably arose from taking cold in 
some way. You cannot very easily apply any- 
thing directly upon the seat of the trouble, and 
must have recourse to general treatment, cooling 
laxatives, and such kind of diet, which, while it 
relaxes the bowels, will also be nutritive and sup- 
ply the waste occasioned by the discharge of 
matter. Getall of the secretions of the skin, 
stomach, kidneys, lungs, &c., in as healthy ac- 
tion as you can, and in any way you can easiest. 

We do not suppose that the milk will be es- 
sentially affected while the disease is purely lo- 
cal, but nevertheless we should prefer milk from

IMPROVING MANURE. 

Mr. Epiror:—I am sorry to be obliged to 
write from among farmers, to a city to obtain in- 
formation on farming, but such is the case. Will 
you be so kind as to answer the following ques- 
tions :— 

Ist. I have about 20 loads of manure now in 
my barn yard, about one-half the droppings of 
the cattle and horse since last fall, together with 
straw, thrown out last winter, now rotted, and 
the other half swamp muck, carted in about 
three months ago, and well mixed together with 
the plow and harrow. The carcass of a cow has 
been decomposed with the muck this summer. 

2d. I want to add something to it, to make it 
better. I want to putin lime, plaster, salt and 
ashes. This manure I intend to putin the hill 
fer corn next year. Are all these materials good ? 
When is the best time to put them in, and how 
much of each ? 

What is the best way to inducea cow to give 
down her milk, that is in the habit of holding it 
up. S. Mrrcwett.

Nore. If we had 20 loads of such manure as 
friend Mitchell describes, perfectly mixed, and 
the muck well decomposed and commingled with 
the animal matter, we should be content with it, 
and keep the lime and ashes out of it. Lime 
and ashes are excellent to mix with crude, unde- 
composed muck, for they act on any acid matter 
which may be in it, neutralize it, and bring the 
muck into a divided and soluble state; but, if 
you add lime or ashes to animal matter, you 
drive off any ammonia that may be there, and 
thereby cause a loss of a very valuable ingredi- 
ent of the manure. Lime slaked in salt water is 
a good application in a corn field, and so are ash- 
es, but if we manured in the hill, with animal 
manure, we should wait, and apply the lime and 
ashes outside to the corn, as a top dressing. 

If we wanted the room now occupied by the 
manure heap, we would cart it out to the field 
where it is to be used next year, dump it intoa 
compact heap and cover it with an inch or two 
of loam until planting time. When the corn is 
up then apply a handful or two of lime and ash- 
es to the hill. We should like to hear the opin- 
ion of others upon the subject. Ep.

HYDROPHOBIA. 

Mr. Hotwes,—What are the symptoms of hy- 
drophobia in a dog, besides their dread of water? 
How do they act? What and how much do they 
eat? How long do they lay before starting on 
their mad career? &c. Have they any sores 
about them? 

A few days ago I had a pup six months old, 
of a favorite breed, attacked with a disease 
which puzzled me to find any cause or remedy 
for. He was attacked at first with sores in his 
ears ; then his eyes began to run, and finally, be- 
fore I killed him, round his eyes was perfectly 
raw. He wouldn’t look at a drop of water for 
seven days previous to killing him, and the flesh 
of his nose and feet became parched and dry, so 
that they cracked open. His appetite seemed 
quite good, and he would drink milk, but he 
loathed the sight of water. The neizhbors began 
to fear they were symptoms of his becoming 
rabid, and I was not certain myself but he might 
be, consequently I killed him. He had a fit just 
before I killed him, that frightened the whole 
household. 

Why I inquire of you concerning dog diseases, 
is, because I may be placed in another similar 
situation some time, and wish to guard against 
such an awful calamity as the bite of a mad dog. 
I am a friend to the whole canine species, and 
wish to understand their natures. I am aware 
that you answer a great many inquiries through 
the Farmer, and willingly and readily impart in- 
formation, both professional and scientific, where 
it is sought, and this is why I make the inquiry 
to you. If you cannot give the desired informa- 
tion, it may be some of your readers can.

Nore. We have been so fortunate as to have 
never seen but two cases of genuine hydrophobia 
and these were indogs. Of course our experience 
in such cases cannot be much. These cases ex- 
hibited no such symptoms as related above ; no 
sore ears or sore eyes. We should rather think 
that that was a severe case of the mange, and 
that hydroyhobia came on independently of that. 

In the cases that we refer to, there was at first 
a sort of sluggish, listless, dumpish condition of 
the animal, a dull, heavy, stupid look of the 
eye, loss of appetite, frothing at the mouth, and 
finally, an irritable condition, bringing on a 
snappishness when disturbed, and convulsions at 
the sight of running water. The dogs were not 
allowed to go at large, and were shot as soon as 
the trué nature of their disease was ascertained. 
We should be happy to hear from others who 
have seen and known more of this singular 
disease in dogs and other animals. [Ed. 


Cost or Bees Wax. Langstroth says that the 
most careful experiments have clearly established 
the fact, that at least twenty pounds of honey 
are consumed in making a single pound of wax. 
If any think that this is incredible, let them 
bear in mind that wax isan animal oil secreted 
from honey, (or sa¢charine matter,) and let them 
consider how many pounds of corn or hay they 
must feed to their stock, in order to have them 
gain a single pound of fat. 

If Langstroth is right in this, and we have no 
doubt he is, you can easily calculate the cost of 
& pound of wax by multiplying the price of a 
pound of honey by twenty. It would therefore 
be an economical operation for bee keepers to 
save as much comb in the hives as possible, for, 
to supply the place of a pound of comb, or what 
is the same thing, wax taken out, the bees will 


have to use up twenty pounds of honey, which 
they would otherwise store up.

Note. It is difficult to tell without an ex- 
amination of the animal, whether the disease 
mentioned by our correspondent is local or gen- 
eral,—that is, whether the eye is the seat of the 
disease, and the irritation causes the wasting 
away of the animal, or whether the digestive 
organs are the seat, and the trouble in the eyes is 
a sort of amaurosis, as the doctors call it, brought 
on by the debilitating effects of the disease. Per- 
haps some of our readers may have had experi- 
ence in such cases. If so, as our correspondent 
says, ‘‘let them speak out.” 

We would venture to recommend a general 
treatment. Get the bowels open by cooling lax- 
atives—get up a general action of the skin by 
application of cold water, rubbing and blank- 
eting. [Ep. 

















FALLING APPLES. 

Already the apples, pears and plums are be- 
ginning to drop abundantly from the trees. If 
you examine these you will discover not a single 
sound specimen among them. They have fallen, 
not by the winds, but quite likely, prematur: ly 
from disease. Cut them open, and you find 
either eggs or grubs already at work upon the 
substance of the fruit. Every one of these fruit 
is a pest-house, to be immediately destroyed. It 
is good work for the boys to pick them up and 
throw them into the pig-stye, where they will be 
devoured or rot among the fermenting manures. 
We are persuaded that the destruction caused by 
the curculio, and by the grubs that prey upon 
the apples and pears, is caused mainly by the ne- 
glect of this simple precaution. The fallen fruit 
is suffered to lie upon the ground and mature its 
progeny of insects. The next year they swarm 
in increasing numbers, and the farmer complains 
that there is something peculiar in his soil and 
climate ; he cannot grow good fruit. The dif- 
ficulty is in the man and not his soil. Pick up 
the fruit. And this reminds us of an apple or- 
chard we visited lastseason. The proprietor had 
heen accustomed for years to turn in his store 
pigs, and to keep them through the season, until 
the apples were sufficiently mature fur making 
cider. Not an apple escaped the pigs from July 
to September, The consequence of this policy 
was, that he had fair, handsome apples to sell, 
while his neighbors were complaining that their 
crop was nearly all perforated with worms. Shall 
the pigs have a chance at the fallen fruit? [Ex. 





GATHERING AND SAVING GRAPES. 
As the proper gathering of grapes has much to 
do with good preservation for winter use, with 
all the qualities retained as when first gathered, 
it may be well to consider some of the provisions 
of nature in their growth and maturity. When 
the stem at first puts forth next to the vine it is 
tender and brittle—as it now is near the bunch of 
grapes—but as it matures it becomes harder and 
quite unyielding even to the sharp blade of the 
knife, and as the grapes become ripe, near the 
vine it shrinks and becomes nearly or quite dry, 
while the portion at and near the grapes is much 
larger, extremely brittle and juicy. And now 
in severing the stem, shall we take it off near the 
grapes where it is usually done, or near the vine, 
where nature having given to the luscious fruit 
all the supplies necessary to its full perfection, 
has nearly or quite barred its doors, in order that 
none of its qualities may escape? My belief and 
practice is, not to oppose, but to assist in carry- 
ing out the design of nature. Cut the stem near 
the vine with care, and having laid them in 
boxes or tubs between layers of the best white 
cotton batting, to avoide all scent from the cot- 
ton, store in a cool place. By pursuing this 
method, I have heretofore, in winter, found the 
stems with the grapes perfectly sound, not even 
wilted ; and they richly contribute to the deli- 
cacies of the table. [Rural New-Yorker. 





Nourritive Matrer iy Wueat, BarLey AND 
Oats. Barley is said to contain 65 per cent. 
of nutritive matter ; wheat contains 74 per cent. 
A bushel of barley weighing 50 Ibs. therefore 
coutains about 32 lbs. of nutriment, while a 
bushel of wheat weighing 60 lbs. contains 47 lbs. 
Good oats, weighing 40 lbs., contain about 24 lbs. 
of nutritive substance ; so that the comparative 
value of wheat, barley and oats in feeding cattle 
may be represented by 47, 32, and 24, the mea- 





HOW TO MAKE GOOD CIDER. 

There is hardly a tithe of cider made now that 
was made forty years ago. Many of the old 
orchards have died out, and the temperance re- 
form has prevented their renewal. The market 
for fine fruits has greatly expanded, and nearly 
all the trees now planted are for the production 
of market apples. It took eight bushels of 
apples to make a barrel of cider, and the barrel 
sold only for one dollar. Apples now bring 
ever year from fifty cents to one dollar a bushel. 
Fruit growers can hardly be expected to lament 
the change that isso much for their pecuniary 
interest. 

Yet cider is still made all over the country in 
small quantities, some for the apple butter, some 
for vinegar, and still more fora beverage. When 
bottled and properly handled, it is as palatable, 
and much more wholesome, than most of the 
wines of commerce. In affections of the kidneys 
it is an excellent remedy, and should have a place 
in every well appointed cellar. It is a matter of 
some importance, that what cider is made, should 
be made in the best manner. 

The apple should be well ripened, but not in 

the least decayed, Every apple with the least 
speck of rot in it should be removed, if you wish 
a first rate beverage. The decayed and inferior 
apples may be reserved fur making vinegar. Per- 
fect cleanliness should be observed in the grind- 
ing process, which should be performed two days 
before pressing, and the pomace be permitted to 
stand and mellow in the vat, until it assumes a 
deep red color. Clean dry straw should be used 
in forming the cheese ; if straw be musty, the 
flavor will be communicated to the juice; if 
water be added it will make it hard and unpleas- 
ant to the taste. The casks, also, in which it is 
put for fermentation, should be thoroughly 
cleansed, and finished off with a fumigation of 
brimstone. This is done by burning inside the 
barrel a few strips of canvas, dipped in melted 
brimstone. The fumes will penetrate all the 
pores and destroy the must and correct the sour- 
ness. 
After the fermentation is over, draw off into 
clean barrels and clarify it. This can be done by 
mixing a quart of clean, white sand with the 
whites of half a dozen eggs and a pint, of mus- 
tard seed, and pouring it into the barrel. It may 
stand in the barrel, or if a nice article is wanted 
it should be put into quart bottles and corked. 

This cider will be fit to drink in case of sick- 
ness, and will always bear a good price in market. 
It retails at twenty-five cents a bottle, and would 
bring at least two dollarsa dozen, by the quantity. 
This is much better business than to make a poor 
article from decayed apples, in a slovenly manner, 
and seli it for two dollars a barrel.

New Distxrectixc Acrent. There isa consid- 
erable difference between a deodorizer and a dis- 
infectant. The former either merely removes or 
disguises a foul odor; the latter changes the 
character of the matter which creates the efflu- 
via, and prevents it from sending forth disease. 
Freshed slacked lime and charcoal dust are very 
good deodorizers, but their disinfecting powers 
are not equal tosome of the salts of manganese, 
which, when they combine with pestilential fluids 
in sinks and drains, give out at the same time a 
considerable quantity of pure oxygen to refresh 
the atmosphere. The manganate of soda, or 
potash, has recently been tried in London with 
much success in deodorizing and disinfecting the 
water of the river Thames, and its use in our cit- 
ies in dry weather may be of great benefit. It is 
applied by dissolving it in warm water, and pour- 
ing it into the sink or drain to be disinfected.

Eatine Fruits. No liquid of any description 
should be drank within an hour after eating fruit, 
nor anything else be eaten within two or three 
hours after—thus time being allowed for them to 
pass out of the stomach, the system derives from 
them all their enlivening, cooling and opening 
influences. The great rule is, eat fruits, in their 
natural state, without eating or drinking any- 
thing for at least two hours afterwards. With 
these restrictions, fruit and berries may be eaten 
with moderation during any hour of the day, and 
without getting tired of them, or ceasing to be 
benefited by them during the whole season. It 
is a great waste of lusciousness that fruits and 
berries, in their natural taste, are not made the 
sole dessert at our meals, for three-fourths of the 
year; human enjoyment and health, and even 
life, would be promoted by it.

Dryinc Pumpkixs anp Tomatoes. Pumpkins 
may be put up in the old fashioned mode of cut- 
ting into rings, paring and drying upon poles; 
or they may be cut into small pieces and dried on 
plates in the sun and oven. A better plan how- 
ever, is to pare, stew and strain them, just as if for 
pies ; then spread the pulp thinly upon earthen 
dishes, and dry quickly in a hot sun or a partial- 
ly heated oven. If dried slowly there is danger 
of souring. Store ina dry room. Kept in this 
manner they retain much of the freshness and 
flavor of newly gathered fruit. The dried pulp 
should be soaked in milk for a few hours befure 
using. In making pies they are greatly im- 
proved by stirring the pumpkin in scalding milk, 
especially if eggs be not used. Tomatoes may be 
kept in excellent condition by cooking, straining 
and drying, just as described for pumpkins. 





Canapian Crops. The Montreal Atlas con- 
tains an official statement, from the Bureau of 
Agriculture and Statistics, of the crops of the 
present year. It says that returns from twenty- 
six counties have been received and analyzed. In 
eighteen of these counties the wheat midge and 
rust have been very prevalent and the crops seri- 
ously injured. The average produce of the whole 
twenty-six counties is 124 bushels per acre of 
winter wheat, and 149 bushels of spring wheat, 
—showing a deficiency of about 40 per cent. in 
winter wheat, and 10 per cent. in spring wheat. 
Never before in the history of Canada, has so 
much injury been done by rust as this year.

LIME-BURNING. 
The towns of Thomaston, Rockland and Cam- 
den, in Maine, are noted for the praguction of 
lime, whose superior quality has gained for it a 
national reputation. It is manufactured from a 
grayish-blue marble, of which there are inex- 
haustible quarries in the vicinity of those towns. 
The manufacture was introduced in 1733, by 
Samuel Waldo, a Boston merchant, who pur- 
chased a large tract of land in that region, and 
perceiving the character of the stone, erected a 
kiln and prepared lime for the Boston market.— 
Since that time the business has steadily increased 
und now immense quantities of lime are shipped 
from the above mentioned places. A corres- 
pondent of the New York Journal of Commerce, 
writing from Rockland, gives some interesting 
particulars of the business of lime-burning as it 
is now pursued in that city. 
The lime is burned in huge sloping sheds, whose 
white roofs seem bomb-proof, and whose low, 
smoking chimneys appear like the concentration 
of a thousand Irish shanties. They are located 
within the city, and about two miles from the 
hills whence the raw material is obtained. There 
were formerly in Rockland 125 old-fashioned 
lime kilns, which consumed an enormous quanti- 
ty of wood, but in 1854 an improvement in the 
manufacture was introduced which greatly les- 
sened the expense and facilitated the production. 
“The improvement consists of an immense 
hopper to receive the raw material, and by its 
very shape, to give it (the limestone) room to 
push up when it expands ; and, secondly, by the 
construction of arched furnaces in such a man- 
ner as to apply the intensest of wood heat to the 
stone, while at the same time allowing the ashes 
to take one direction, and the lime, as it is formed, 
to take another. The saving of wvod and time 
isimmense. In the place of 125 old kilns, there 
now but 32 of the new patent, and they do the 
same work with greater surety and economy.-— 
The old kiln required seven cords of wood to turn 
out 100 casks of lime, while the new will pro- 
duce the same number with four cords. In the 
old style of furnace there must be nearly eight 
days for the production of 600 casks, while the 
new one will furnish the same quantity in six 
days. The old fashioned kiln must not only con- 
sume more wood and time in burning, but stands 
idle while cooling, and during the discharging of 
its lime. The new kiln burns for three months 
without any necessity for extinguishing or re- 
newing the fires. The 600 bbls. are burned in 
secular time, and on the Sabbath no work is per- 
formed. The fires might be kept up longer, but 
it is generally considered best to put them out at 
the end of three months, in order to arrange the 
arches, or rather the furnace.’’ 
There is one kind of lime called ‘* lump lime,”’ 
which is still burned in the old fashioned kiln.— 
It is made from the hardest stone, and makes the 
most beautiful white finish of any lime known. 
It is mostly used for the costly edifices of New 
York, other places buying but little of it. The 
Rockland lime is used in all our government for- 
tresses, though where cement is employed, that 
known as ‘‘Newark,’’ made at Rondout, N. Y., 
is the kind preferred. The lime casks are fur- 
nished at the rate of twelve and one-half cents 
each, though in prosperous times they are worth 
eighteen to twenty cents each. In 1853 a million 
casks of lime, bringing a million dollars, were 
shipped from Rockland, and nearly the same 
amount in 1854; but during the last financial 
year, according to the Custom House returns, 
the shipments fell to seven hundred thousand 
casks, at a price much lower than in ’53 and ’54. 
[Boston Journal. 


Tae Best way to ratrzn Hoos. A pig or hog 
will improve faster, when alone ina pen, than 
when shut up and fattened in company with 
others.

Sweet Corn ror Winter Use. While peru- 
sing a late number of your paper I noticed J. P. 
Luning’s inquiry as to the best way of drying 
corn for ‘‘succotash.”” Our way may not be the 
best, but it is very good, and I send the receipt. 
It is as follows :—Cut the corn from the cob; 
place it upon tins and put it in the oven to scald; 
stir frequently to keep from scorching. After it 
is thoroughly scalded set itin the sun to dry.— 
(It may be dried in the oven if proper care is ta- 
ken to keep it from burning.) After it is per- 
fectly dried, tie up in sacksand put away for 
winter use. 

Anotuer Metnop. Pick the ears when just 
fit fur the table, strip off the husk and cut the 
corn from the cob; lay it onaclean cloth and 
put under the stove or in the oven—it will dry 
very fast. When wanted to cook in winter get 
the required quantity, put in cold water and let 
it boil slowly for about four hours. If the wa- 
ter boils out fill up with that which is boiling. 
When done, season with pepper, salt, butter and 
cream, and you will find it equal to that just 
{Rural New Yorker. 

Tomato Sovrp. Stew half a peck of tomatoes 
slowly, an hour anda half in a pint of water ; 
pass them through a tamis; add half a gallon of 
veal or mutton broth. Pass through a tamis 
enough stale bread to thicken the soup. Fry 
twelve onions brown, and strain them the same 
way. Add them to the soup witha bunch of 
fine herbs, and seasoning to taste. Boil up well, 
and serve. [Practical Housekeeper.

Drizp Toxatozs. Take ripe tomatoes and 
seald them in the usual way and strip off the 
skins, and mash or squeeze them through a seive, 
then stew the pulp slowly so as to evaporate as 
much juice as possible without burning, then 
spread it on plates and dry it ina slow oven or 
hot sun. When wanted for ase, you have only 
to soak it soft and cook a few minutes and serve 
it up just as you do tomatoes stewed fresh from 
the garden. 

To Picxte Green Touators. Chop the toma- 
toes fine, with green peppers ; add one tea-cup of 
fine salt to one gallon of the tomato, let it stand 
twenty-four hours, then drain it through a cul- 
ender, then add two table-spoons of black pepper 
three of fine mustard, two of cloves, and one of 
cinnamon. Put it in a small jar and cover with 
cold vinegar. 

Tomato Fics, if well prepared, cannot easily be 
told from the tree fruit. ‘Take sugar-house syrup, 
or use 6 lbs. of sugar to a peck of tomatoes, of 
the kind which resembles figs in shape. The 
Bermuda method is to seald the fruit and pcel it, 
and then cook them in the syrup, and afterwards 
dry them in the sun, then pack them in boxes 
with powdered sugar between the layers. They 
will keep as long as any figs. The syrup in 
which they are cooked should be bottled for table 
use—it is good on buckwheat cakes. 


How to Pickte Cucumpers. Make a brine by 
putting one pint of rock-salt into a pail of boil- 
ing water, and pour it over the cucumbers ; cover 
tight to keep in the steam, and let them remain 
all night and part of a day; make a second 
brine as above, and let them remain in it the 
same length of time; then scald and skim the 
brine, as it will answer for the third brine, and 
let them remain it as above ; then rinse and let 
them dry, and add boiling hot vinegar ; throw 
in a lump of alum as large as a shell bark to 
every pail of pickles, and you will have a fine, 
hard and green pickle ; add spices, if you like, 
and keep the pickles under the vinegar. A brick 
on the top of the cover, which keeps the pickles 
under, has a tendency to collect the scum to itself 
which may arise. 

Goop Receirt ror Citron Preserves. Pre- 
pare the rind, cut into any form you desire ; boil 
very hard thirty or forty minutes in alum water, 
tolerably strong ; take them from the alum water 
and put into clear, cold water, allow them to 
stand over night; in the morning, change the 
water, and put them to boil ; let them cook un- 
til they have entirely changed color, and are 
quite soft ; then make your syrup, allowing one 
and a half pounds of white sugar to one pound of 
fruit; then add your fruit, which needs but lit- 
tle more cooking. Mace, ginger or lemon, 
flavors nicely. This receipt is the best I ever 
saw. [Germantown Telegraph. 


To Cure Diarrna@a. Parch half a pint of 
rice until it is brown—then boil it as rice is 

usually done. Eat slowly, and it will stop the 

most alarming cases of diarrhcea. 

The following shows what is done with bones 

in New York. The same operations are carried 

on upon an extensive scale in the vicinity of 
Boston : 

“he price paid for bones varies according to 

quality. Thigh bones of bullocks are made into 
handles of tooth brushes, and are of the most 
value, being worth 10 or 12 cents apiece. The 
jaw bones rank next, and sell for $18 per thous- 
and. The ‘short’ bones, which are thrown from 
the family table, are worth 60 cents per bushel. 
A Mr. Grcene, in New York, pays $100 per day 
for bones, and there are many in that city who 
are engaged in the business who pay an equal 
amount. Ox hoofs are worth $40 per tun, 
horse hoofs and sheep hoofs and horns $15 per 
tun. On the arrival of the bones at the factory, 
the thigh and jaw bones are sawed soas to admit 
of the removal of the marrow. They are then 
thrown into a vast cauldror, and boiled until all 
the marrow and fatty substances attached. to 
them are thoroughly extracted. The fat is then 
skimmed off and placed in coolers, and the bones 
are deposited in heaps for assortment. The thigh 
bones are placed in one heap for the turners; 
the jaws and other bones suitabfe for buttons are 
placed in asecond pile; the bones suitable for 
‘bone black’ come No. 3, und the remainder are 
ground up for phosphates and manures. Bone 
black is used by sugar refiners, and is worth 24 
and 34 cents per pound. Stuart’s refinery pays 
$40,000 annually for this article, and each of 
the other ten refineries pay nearly the same 
amount. Mr. Greene realizes about $19,000 per 
annum from soap fat produced by bone boiling.’’

INDIAN MEAL AND CORN BREAD. 

Tt is said that many more people would eat 
corn bread if they knew how to cook it. An ‘‘ex- 
perienced housekeeper’ has furnished us with 
some good recipes, which we commend to inex- 
perienced housekeepers. A bushel of corn con- 
tains more nutriment than a bushel of wheat. 
The latter is not generally considered fit to eat 
unless ground very fine and bolted. It is a mis- 
take, however. Indian corn treated in the same 
way is never spoiled. It never should be ground 
fine. Let that be remembered. Fine meal may 
be eaten when fresh ground, but it will not keep 
sweet. The broken oil globules become rancid 
and bitter. 

Corn cakes, made of meal and water, witha 
little salt, mixed into a stiff dough, very 
thoroughly, and baked on a board before a hot 
fire, or in a hot oven, or in little cakes on a grid- 
dle, till entirely done, are very sweet, wholesome 
bread. 

Corn and Wheat Bread is wholesome and nu- 
tritious, and easily made—if you know how. 
Stir two teacupfuls of white meal in a pint of 
hot water for each loaf; free it of lumps, and 
let it stand twenty-four hours. Boil two or 
three potatoes, peel and slice, and mash in a 
pint of water, which thicken with flour till it is 
stiff batter, and then add half a teacupfal of 
baker’s yeast. You will use about one-third as 
much meal, scalded as above, as you do of flour ; 
knead the meal and yeast, and sponge, and add 
a little salt with the flour all together, and work 
it well and mould in pans to rise moderately, and 
then bake, at first in a hot oven. This bread 
will be moist, and more nutritious and more 
healthy than if it were all flour. 

Buckwheat Cakes are improved by adding 
corn meal, prepared in the same way, in about 
the same proportion as for bread. A little wheat 
flour may be added to advantage. Don't let 
your batter over-rise and sour, and never uso 
suleratus if it does. 

Corn Meal Pudding may be made of yellow 
meal, stirred into scalded skimmed milk, till as 
thick as gruel, and, when cool, add ginger, cin- 
namon, nutmeg, salt, and sweetening to suit the 
taste, and a little fine-cut suet, and some raisins, 
or dried peaches, or a fine-cut apple. It should 
bake an hour or more according to size. You 
who do not believe anything made of corn meal 
can be good, will please try this recipe fora 
pudding. [Phil. Post. 





THE ANTHRACITE COAL TRADE. 
Thirty-one years ago the first coal went to 
' Philadelphia, being ten wagon loads hauled over 
the mountains by George Shoemaker of Potts- 
| Ville. Very few persons could be induced to 
| purchase it, and most of these were wholly un- 
isuccessful in their attenmpt to make it burn. 
{Everybody considered it a mere stone. Mr. 
‘Shoemaker was denounced in all quarters as a 
cheat, and measures were being taken to arrest 
lhim for swindling; but he escaped arrest by 
leaving the city by a circuitous road, and did 
jnot stop until he had got thirty miles on his 
vanaprae journey. The most remarkable fea- 
‘ture in this extraordinary speculation was, that 
|Mr. Shoemaker did not himself know how to 
:make the coal burn. He was therefore unable 
‘to convince the public that it really would 
lignite. Had he experimented at home, and 
, brought with hima grate or stove in which to 
: kindle a successful fire, the exhibition would 
‘have, no doubt, hastened full ten years tho de- 
‘velopment of the coal business. He reached 
\home disgusted at the belligerent temper of the 
‘citizens, and heart-sick at the ill success of his 
‘adventure. His reputation as an honest man 
‘was rescued, however, by an iron master in 
| Delaware county, into whose hands some of the 
‘repudiated mineral accidentally fell. He tried 
coal, caused it to burn freely with an intense 
heat, and was so pleased with it that he pro- 
claimed the fact in the newspapers. This led 
others to try, and they also succeeded ; the preju- 
dice was removed, and consumption went on 
from this disastrous beginning, until it last year 
reached the enormous quantity of 3,476,862 
tuns. But up to this date the depression of 
manufacturing has caused a reduction of 300,000 
tuns to be sent to market, and the whole year un- 
doubtedly shows a falling off.of full 600,000 
tuns. [Miner's Journal. 








Errects or Corre on Diszass. Dr. Mosley 
observes, in his ‘Treatise on Coffee,’’ that the 
great use of the article in France is supposed to 
have abated the gravel. In the French colonies, 
| where coffee is more use than in the English, as 
‘in Turkey, where it is the principal beverage, 
‘not only the gravel, but the gout is scarcely 
‘known. Dr. Faur relates, as an extraordinary 
‘jnstance of the effects of coffee in gout, the case 
iof Mr. Deverau, who was attacked with gout at 
, the age of twenty-five, and had it severely until 
‘he was upwards of fifty, with chalk stones in tho 
‘joints of his hands and feet ; but from four years 
‘from the time when the account of his case had 
, been given to Dr. Faur to lay before the public, 
he had, by advice, used coffee, and had no return 
of the gout afterwards. 








Raw Meat 1x Dysextery. Dr. Weisse of 
St. Petersburg, firstin 1845, advised the em- 
ployment of the lean of raw meat, very finely 
minced, in the chronic diarrhea of children, 
giving two teaspoonfuls four timesa day. Since 
then the same practice has often been extended 
to various forms of obstinate diarrhoea with good 
jeffect. Mr. Pensa, now practising in Egypt re- 
ports the benefit he has derived in several cases 
of severo dysentery occuring in adults, from 
the employment of raw, or nearly raw, minced 
meat, given in doses of from two to three timesa 
day. [Medical Times. 





Free Stone anv Porrer’s Cray. We noticed 
in Winslow's Express office a block of Free Stone 
taken from the quarry of the St. Croix Company, 
Perry, Maine. In working their coal quarry 
this free stone was discovered. It is hard, of a 
fine grain, and susceptible of a clean and clear 
dressing. It must afford admirable material for 
building purposes. We were also shown speci- 
mens of potter’s clay, which appears to be a su- 
perior article. A gentleman is now testing its 
quality, and should it prove what it promises to 
be, it will be a valuable addition to the products 
of our State.

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THE ATLANTIC CABLE. 

There is some anxiety and speculation in re- 
gard to the suceess of the practicability of the 
Atlantic Telegraphic Cable, now that it is down, 
and messages have passed through it. For some 
reason or other, the operators have made no com- 
munications to the public except the assurances 
that the cable has not parted, and that there are 
only some troubles of an electrical nature, for 
the overcoming of which they are now experi- 
menting. 

It would be nothing strange if, in a new en- 
terprise of the magnitude of this, the communi- 
cation should, for a long time after its commence- 
ment, when the laws which govern all its agen- 
cies are unknown and to be ascertained by re- 
peated experiments and the developments of time, 
be slow, and oftentimes, wholly interrupted. 

But has nothing been gained, even if the ex- 
periment should not prove successful in every par- 
ticular? We look upon it that, if in a fiscal and 
business point of view it shall not be what is de- 
sired, in a social and moral point, it has already 
done a great work. The impulse it bas given to 
all classes in the spread of social feelings between 
distant nations, and the expansion of the true 
principles of a Universal Brotherhood, are such 
as no adverse circumstances of a temporal nature 
can obliterate. The two Continents have shaken 
hands, and the event has made an impressivn that 
will live forever, aud its good fruits be spread 
throughout the earth.

COMETS. 

Mr. Eptror:—I noticed this morning, about 4 o’clock, 
for the first time, a Comet in the north-east. It is mov- 
ing from west to east, and is very brilliant, with quite a 
long tail. I know not that this erratic body has been 
noticed by any one. 

The number of comets that have occasionally appeared 
within the limits of the solar system is from 400 to 525. 
The orbits of about 98 of these have, from observation, 
been calculated at what times they approach nearest to 
the sun, and their movements ascertained whether from 
east to west, or otherwise. 

The length of some comets’ tails is from 60 to 75 mil- 
lions of miles. Scarcely a year or a month elapses with- 
out the appearance of a comet in our solar system. But 
it is now certainly ascertained that they are bodies of 
such extreme rarity that our clouds are massive in com- 
parison with them. They have no more density than the 
air under an exhausted receiver. Stars of the sixth 
magnitude have been seen through cometic matter 30,- 
000 miles in thickness. Over seven millions of comets 
are within the compass of the solar system. In 1454, 
the moon was eclipsed by a comet. It must have been 
within 240,000 miles of the earth, yet no effect, sensibly, 
was had on the earth or moon. G.L.R.

‘*The comet seen in the northwest in the eve- 
ning, and again in the morning before sunrise in 
the northwest, is Donati’s, having first been dis- 
covered by this astronomer on the 2d of June last. 
The reason of its being seen now in the evening 
and again in the morning, is thatit has now 
reached « part of its orbit so far North, that in 
its diurnal revolution it is only about five hours 
helow our horizon, and consequently it is well 
seen in the West in the evening, and equally well 
in the East, in the morning, und with the naked 
eye. 

The best view of the comet can be had in the 
morning, about 34 or 4 o’clock. The direction 
of its tail points toward the north polar star.— 
The velocity of the comet, when atits perihelion, 
is aboat 150,000 miles per hour. Its distance

NEW YORK ITEMS. 


New Yore Murrm Asovt to Visit Irevanp. 
The Sixty-ninth Regiment, New York State Mili- 
tia, commanded by Col. Ryan, are making ar- 
rangements to pay a visit to Ireland by one of 
the Galway steamers. They have already had 
several meetings, and upwards of ahundred mem- 
bers, we believe, have signified their intention of 
carrying out this novel preject. But there is an 
obstacle in the way of its fulfillment which will 
have to be overcome. The British government 
may not permit a regiment of green coats, with 
arms in their hands to land in the bay of Galway 
although in the present apathetic condition of 
the people there would be very little danger to 
the peace of her Majesty’s realm to be feared 
from the appearance of a whole army of Irish- 
American citizens. However, Col. Ryan has ap- 
plied to Lord Napier on the subject, and he has 
written to his government to know whether there 
would be any objection to the Sixty-ninth’s pay- 
ing a friendly visit to the ‘old sod.”

Rowors or Yettow Fever. Withina few days 
past, there have been three or four deaths from 
some disease in a row of buildings in Kelsey’s 
alley, between the river and Culumbia street.— 
When reported to the Health Officer, he exam- 
ined the cases, but was not prepared to pronounce 
them to be cases of yellow fever. This morning, 
another man was taken sick, and the Health Of- 
ficer immediately had him conveyed to the hos- 
pital at Flatbush for treatment. In conjunction 
with the Mayor, he has ordered the residents of 
Kelsey’s alley to leave, and the houses to be 
closed and thoroughly cleansed. 

The parties who have died in these houses were 
cartmen employed in carting goods to and from 
vessels at the wharves. Their symptoms resem- 
bled typhoid fever more than the genuine yellow 
fever. The Mayor observed that on one occa- 
sion he saw in one of the basement rooms of one 
of these houses four or five barrels of filthy and 
rotten pork, which of itself was enough to breed 
an epidemic. This might have caused the sick- 
ness iu the row. ‘The alley itself, in most months 
of the year, is reeking in filth. [N. ¥.C. Adv.

Among the petitioners is Walter Frean, 
who says he is special bearer of important dis- 
patches from Mexico, and wishes to proceed to 

The petition was 
granted so far as to allow them to leave quaran- 
tine, provided they give bonds not to come within 
three miles of this city or Brooklyn for ten days. 

In the lower quarantine there are but twenty 
sail of vessels from infected ports.

Besides these it 
is now saiuneal that the Caledonian, Memphis, 
Westernport, and Atlanta, ef the Cromwell line 
of steamers, have been negotiated for, and will, 
no doubt, be chartered, together with one other 
steamer yet to be selected. Thus the entire fleet 
will comprise 15 vessels. The command will 
devolve on Cammodore Shubrick, the Senior 
Post-Captain of the Navy, who takes charge of 
the Brazil squadron to relieve Commodore Forrest. 
Commodore Page, it is understood, will have 
immediate command of the fleet, comprising all 
the above-named vessels, except the flag-ship 
Sabine. The latter will not probably ascend the 
river as far as thescene of operations, on account 
of her heavier draught.

Fearrut Accipent—A Horse Dragging a Dead 
Body Three Weeks, Early in August, John 
Rawle, a lad of sixteen years, living in Volcano, 
Amador county, Cal., who had vainly been en- 
deavoring to obtain his father’s consent to go to 
Fraser River, disappeared, taking along a valua- 
ble horse belonging to the family. Lt was sup- 
posed he had started for Fraser River, and 
little anxiety was felt in regard to him. On the 
Lith of August his body was found in the Butte 
Ditch, a few miles east of Jackson, attached by 
a *‘lariat’’ to a half-dead horse. From appear- 
ances, the boy, on the night after leaving home, 
lay down to sleep, with the horse tied to his 
person, to prevent his escape. The animal be- 
coming unmanageable through fright during the 
night, had run off, and dragged his master by 
the rope until the boy's life was extinct. A fter- 
wards the horse had continued to graze around, 
dragging the body along for three weeks. Finally, 
the corpse had been dragged into a ditch, where 
it became entangled beyond the horse’s strength 
to extricate it. In his efforts to pull loose, the 
horse had cut his neck to the bone with the rope. 
The boy’s remuins were horribly mutilated. Most 
of his limbs were broken and the flesh rubbed 
bare from the bone.

The steamship Persia arrived at New York on 
Thursday, bringing dates from Europe to the 4th} 
inst.

Cyrus W. Field was toast- 
ed with enthusiasm The Lord Lieutenant was 
absent on account of the presence of Cardinal 
Wiseman. 

A mutiny had occurred on board the American 
ship Conqueror, while lying in the Mersey, bound 
for Mobile. No blood shed. The mutineers 
were arrested by the police and placed in irons. 

The steamshjp Voyageur de la Mer, from Bus- 
ton arrived at Malta August 24, and sailed next 
day for Alexandria. 

McNair, Greenhow & Irving, commission mer- 
chants of Manchester, have suspended. 

European politics stagnant. 

Austria. The Emperor of Austria has de- 
creed that the National Bank shall resume cash 
payments November 1. 


Russia. The Emperor has emancipated the 
200,000 serfs belonging to the imperial domain. 

A powder magazine containing 200,000 pounds 
of powder exploded in Astrakan, on the Caspian 
Sea. Half the town is destroyed, and halt the 
inhabitants killed. 

Cuina. Among other stipulations of the 
American Chinese Treaty, as published, are the 
following : 

Direct correspondence between the American 
Minister and the government at Pekin, with 
right of an annual visit to Pekin; permanent 
residence there, if conceded to other powers ; sup- 
pression of piracy ; opening of new ports, inclad- 
ing Swatow and Tainan, in Formosa; the Uni- 
ted States never to pay higher duties than the 
most favored nations; double tunnage abolished; 
absolute toleration for Christianity, and the 
United States legation to be at Shanghai instead 
of Canton. 

The functions of the Governor General of Al- 
geria are superseded, and General McMahon ap- 
pointed Chief of the Land and Sea Forces. 

Hanover. It is stated that Prussia and Sax- 
ony were endeavoring to pursuade Hanover to 
accept an indemnification for the State dues, but 
the latter displayed no inclination to doso. It 
is further stated that the British Cabinet an- 
nounced its resolve not to pay such onerous dues 
any longer. 

Turkey. Threats of death to the Christians 
had been made at Tripoli, and the French Consul 
at Beyrout had proceeded there to insist on meas- 
ures of precaution. 





Latest by Telegraph. 

Lonvon, Saturday. Letters from Damascus 
say that the Russian Consul had been insulted 
by the fanatics, and had retired to Beyrout. 

Vienna letters say that advices from Constan- 
tinople inspire fears for the safety of the Chris- 
tians. The existence of a conspiracy to dethrone 
the Sultan has been confirmed. 

Great hostility continued to be shown towards 
foreign residents in Canton, and the acting Brit- 
ish Consul had advised them to be prepared for a 
sudden departure.

He subsequently 
speaks of the restoration of peace in Utah, and 
of the great fertility and beauty of the couatry. 
He also mentions that he hasa fine family of 
boys and girls, some of whom are married, but 
without mentioning the number of his wives or 
his children, he adds that he has fifteen living 
and two dead grandchildren.

Tue Mamuots Cave. The Louisville Journal 
has a long and romantic account of a descent 
into the deep and terrible cavern of the Mam- 
moth Cave, (nine miles from its entrance,) known 
as the Maelstrom.

Our hero in coming up, swung himself into 
one or two caverns which he saw about 40 feet 
from the bottom, and incantiously lost the rope 
hefure securing it, but recovered it by making a 
hook of the end of his lamp, and afterwards ex- 
plored this side cave 150 or 200 yards. The 


whole story is very well told, until the last dan- | 


ger, which is stated to have been the rope taking 
fire by the friction of the timber over which it 
passed while they were hoisting him up, and 
when he was 90 feet from the mouth of the pit 
and 100 feet from the bottom. This is too great 
a tax upon the credulity of the readers, and 
stamps the whole as a fiction. 





Ampercris. We learn from the Boston Ledger 
thata sale of 750 Ibs. of ambergris was made 
in that city on the 8th instant for the sum of 
$10,000 ; and upon which the purchaser will 
probably realize $60,000. It was taken from one 
whale, and brought home ina ship recently ar- 
rived at Nantucket. This substance is a morbid 
secretion of the liver of the spermaceti whale, 
and is generally used, in its alcoholic solution, as 
a perfume. [t is more often found in whales of a 
sick and lean appearance, indicating that the 
ambergris is a product of disease. It is usually 
found in lumps of from one to thirty pounds in 
weight, and the largest piece hitherto known 
weighed 182 lbs., and was bought by the Dutch 
East India Company of the King of Tidore.— 
Another piece found inside of a whale near the 
Windward Islands was sold for £500.

THE EXPEDITION TO CHINA. 


Tizn-Sin, June 4. 

The day following the captare of the forts of 
Tungkoo, at the mouth of the Peiho river, de- 
scribed in my last letter, was occupied by the 
allied naval commanders-in-chief in demolishing 
the forts, getting off the guns, and securing our 
position. A line of junks moored across the 
river at the village Takoo, about three miles from 
Tungkoo, served admirably asa barricade against 
fire-rafts, should the Chinese resort to that fa- 
vorite mode of attack; behind these our ad- 
vanced gunboats were anchored. It had been 
intimated to the Chinese authorities that the 
capture of the forts by force, in the event of 
their not being peaceably surrendered, was not 
intended by the allied Government to imply a 
hostile attitude on their part towards the Im- 
perial government, but was to be regarded as a 
preliminary measure, rendered necessary to secure 
the safety of the ambassadors, who, in conse- 
quence of the refusal of the cabinet of Pekin to 
treat with them at a distance, had determined to 
proceed to Tien-sin, with the view of putting 
themselves more immediately into communica- 
tion with the high functionaries of the empire. 
Indeed the position of Tien-sin, at the junction 
of the Grand Canal and Peiho river, its prox- 
imity to Pekin, its importance to the capital in 
® mercantile point of view, all combined to in- 
duce the belief that at no city in theempire, with 
the exception, perhaps, of Pekin itself, can ne- 
gotiations be carried on under more favorable 
conditions. 

The first duty of the naval authorities, there” 
fore, after the taking of the fofts, was to pro- 
eeed on the exploration of the river for the pur- 
pose of opening the way and securing a safe 
transit for the allied missions to Tien-sin. As they 
anticipated every description of natural and arti- 
ficial obstruction, and conceived that the Chinese 
would offer a most violent resistance to their 
progress, they advanced at first but slowly. As 
they proceeded, however, it became apparent 
that these fears were groundless ; the river, wind- 
|ing through a flat alluvial country with richly 
| cultivated and partially wooded banks, had an 
| average breath of about two hundred yards, 
| with a depth of water at half-tide ranging from 
ten feet to forty. Villages were not very numer- 
‘ous, and consisted merely of a collection of mud 


| huts such as grace the banks of the Nile. 
| 





So far 
from the inhabitants attempting to oppose the 


| progress of the allies or showing signs of dis- 
| trust, much less of active hostility, they col- 
|lected in crowds upon the banks, prostrating 
| themselves with their foreheads to the ground as 


the first gunboats passed, and staring at those 
following with an expression of countenance, 
peculiar to the race, in which the most listless 
apathy is combined with the extreme of wonder 
and awe. 

The shore was occasionally lined with these 
curious spectators, who, as they invariably adopt 


| & squatting attitude, looked like rows of penguins 


gazing for the first time upon sume intrepid 
Arctic explorer. [t was the first time that the 
‘devil ship’’ of the barbarians had disturbed the 
muddy waters of the Peiho, or that the agitated 
pant of a 60 horse-power steam engine had 
aroused from noonday siesta the placid inhabi- 
tants of its banks. But they did not content 
themselves with gazing at or worshipping the 
god of steam ; regarding it as the precursor of a 
power destined to overthrow the present dynasty 
and raise itself upon its ruins, they faced the 
decrees of fate in a spirit worthy a nation which 
has preserved its existence throughout changing 
dynasties for countless ages, and with cries of 
‘Hail, great King! welcome, oh, King! come 
thou and reign over us, and be our Emperor !”’ 
they brought cattle and poultry and vegetables 
down as presents. 

The pioneer of European civilization in China 
would fare badly if he acted on the principle of 
timeo Danaos. On the 25th of May the Staunch 
and Bustard, leading gunboats, containing the 
marines and small-arm men of the Pique and 
Furious, under Captains Sir Frederick Nicolson 
and Shepard Osborn, sighted Tien-sin, and the 
following day the admirals in their respective 
ships, Coromandel and Avalanche, anchored op- 
posite the town. The success hitherto had so 
far exceeded their most sanguine expectations 
that they pushed on beyond Tien-sin towards 
Toongchaw, the port of Pekin, and distant only 
ten miles from that city. The larger gunboats 
were brought toa standstill very shortly after 
leaving Tien-sin, but the Kestral, of 40 horse 
power, with the ships’ boats in tow, succeeded in

Capt. Dobbins was there, and brought away the 
materials to make a chair. The heavy portion 
will be made of oak plank, and the seat from a 
board which was taken from the cabin. The 
chair will be taken to Put-in-Bay for the occu- 
pancy of the President at the celebration and 
after adjournment it will be sold to the highest 
bidder, the proceeds to be donated to the Perry 
Monument Fund.

| and the mouth, so as to render it impossible for 


the Chinese to bar our egress by sinking junks. 
The crowd of these making their escape in obe- 
dience to orders was sometimes so great as 
to cause as hopeless a jam as may occasionally 
be seen inside Temple-bar. Thus was accom- 
plished in a few days, and without the slightest 
dificulty, an operation which the French 
Admiral had declared impossible unless sup- 
ported by a land force of 4,000 men, and which 
might have been as successfully undertaken a 
month sooner, had not obstacles existed of a far 
graver character than any which the Chinese 
have it in their power to interpose. 


At this time of year the loss of that month, 
the finest in the year, is most deeply to be re- 
gretted. Already we have most disagreeable 
evidence of the proximity and probable tem- 
perature of a Pekin summer. As soon as 
the Ambassadors were made aware of the com- 
plete success of the Admirals they determined 
to follow them to Tien-sin, in pursuance of 
their original intention, and reached that city 
on the morning of the 30th of May. A spacious 
temple, occasionally used asa residence by a 
former Emperor, commanding a view of the 
river at its junction with the Grand Canal and 
opposite the city was appropriated for the accom- 
modation of the French and English Ambassadors. 
Numbers of Chinese servants were in attendance; 
many of the rooms had been newly papered, and 
the work of finishing up was going on briskly, 
Baron Gros and Lord Elgin occupy two light and 
airy pavilions on the summit of a mound, as- 
cended by a pathway of ornamental rockwork. 
Their respective staffs are scattered in sundry 
fragile buildings of quaint construction, with 
paper walls, or have made their bedrooms ina 
joss-house in which gods and goddesses are the 
principal articles of furniture. A spacious gar- 
den, enclused by a wall suriounds the whole. 
English and French guards occupy the out- 
houses and stand sentry at the principal en- 
trances. The national flags float proudly over 
all, and a line of gunboats are moored within 
two yards of the windows. These consist at 
present of the Coromandel, Cormorant, Slaney 
and Opossum (English), the Avalanche, Fusee, 
and Dragonne (French). The Staunch, Bustard, 
and Kestrel are anchored a mile above the town, 
and the Leven, Woodcock and Firm are some- 
where between this and the fleet. The Wood- 
cock and Kestrel, both forty-horse power, arrived 
a few days after the capture of Tungkoo. 

A party of engineers have also arrived from 
Hong Kong in the Sampson, and are engaged in 
blowing up the forts, after which it is expected 
they will come here. Numerous vamums afford

abundant barrack accommodation. Notwith- 








standing the great variation in the temperature 
(the thermometer ranges from 65 deg. to 80 deg. 
in the twenty-four hours), the health of the men 
continue excellent ; supplies are abundant, al- 
though some little reluctance has been apparent 
on the part of the country people lately in bringing 
them in, through fear of incurring the displeasure 
of the authorities. Ice is a luxury in which the 
Chinese upper classes freely indulge during the 
summer months; boats and coolies carrying 
large blocks of it are constanly seen passing to 
and fro, and the barbarians have not been slow 
to avail themselves of so refreshing an article of 
consumption. 

The interior of the city has been explored, but 
offers few attractions to the stranger. Thestreets 
are broader than those in southern cities, the 
houses poorer, and the curiosities shops not to be 
discovered at all. 

The wholesome effect which this movement on 
Tien-sin has produced upon the Chinese govern- 
ment is already apparent, and has proved most 
satisfactorily the wisdom of the policy pursued 
by the representatives of the four powers, which 
has been to conduct negotiations at a point as near 
the capital as possible, so as to bring that pres- 
sure to bear upon the imperial government with- 
out which it is hopeless to expect its compliance 
with the demands of the outer barbarians, how- 
ever reasonable and moderate those demands may 
be. 

The day before yesterday, two new Imperic«l 
Commissioners arrived with great ceremony from 
Pekin. They were accompanied by a large mount- 
ed retinue, and followed by mule carts carrying 
their baggage. These functionaries, by name 
Kweiliang and Hwasana, are mandarins of the 
highest rank in the empire. They have an- 
nounced themselves as specially empowered to 
treat upon all the points specified by us as sub- 
jects of negotiation by virtue of an imperial de- 
cree similar to that which was conferred upon 
Keying on the occasion of the last treaty, as a 
further proof of which they style themselves by 
our manufactured word, Plenipotentiary ; a term 
unknown in their own official vocabulary. A
